In spring, summer or 
fall, there is no better way to 
experience Ontario’s lush forests, rugged 
shores, sweeping uplands and wide valleys 
than on foot. Simple, exhilarating and 
healthful—for people of all ages. 

Bring along your binoculars and your 
field guides. Ontario’s diversity of habitats, 
ranging from Carolinian forest to muskeg 
and tundra, and its abundant wildlife, make 
it a naturalist’s dream. Rare ferns, 
mushrooms and orchids; skinks, turtles and 
rattlesnakes; opossum, moose, wolves, 
beaver, deer and polar bears! See thousands 
of monarch butterflies at Point Pelee 
preparing for their fall migration to Mexico! 
They’ re all here. 

All you need is a comfortable pair of 
boots and a bit of energy to enjoy Ontario’s 
hundreds of marked trails. Oldest and 
longest of these is the Bruce Trail, ranning 
725 km (438 miles) along the Niagara 
Escarpment, designated a World Biosphere 
Reserve by the United Nations. Linking 
more than 100 parks from Niagara to 
Tobermory in Georgian Bay, the trail affords 
some of the most spectacular hiking in 
Ontario. 

Another popular route is along the 
Rideau Trail in eastern Ontario, which runs 
an historic route between Ottawa and 
Kingston, a distance of over 415 km (250 
miles). 

Many of our provincial parks provide 
exceptional hiking and nature experiences. 
Algonquin Park is the largest and offers 
overnight and daytrip wilderness hiking. 
One of the most unique and extraordinary 
nature experiences of all is the Algonquin 
wolf howl, guided nighttime excursions in 
the bush to hear the wolves. Rugged 
Killarney Provincial Park on Georgian Bay 
has longadisianee trails, des walking, and 


guided nature tours and talks. And Sleeping 
Giant Provincial Park at Thunder Bay has 
80 km (50 miles) of trails that take hikers to 
the 244-m (800-ft) cliffs of the Sleeping 
Giant. 

Your trip “back to nature” might take you 
to the geologically fascinating Flowerpot 
Island of the Bruce Peninsula, home of 
many rare plant species. Take a spring 
nature break in Muskoka and greet the 
emerging wildflowers and returning 
warblers. Or perhaps a stay at an old growth 
forest camp in the Algoma Highlands. The 
Chapleau Game Preserve in northern 
Ontario is the largest wildlife sanctuary in 
the western hemisphere, home to moose, 
bear and many more species.

be reached, and indeed traversed, by air. Part :

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About Ontario 


Who and where we are 

A diversity as huge as the province itself 
awaits the visitor to Ontario. From its 
sophisticated modern cities to the vast, 
untouched wilderness; from the carefully 
tended vineyards of the Niagara Peninsula to 
the rugged northern forests; from some of 
the world’s hottest shows to peaceful lakes 
where the call of the loon is the only music— 
it’s all found in Ontario. 

Canada’s second-largest province covers 
1.068 million square kilometres (412,582 
square miles) stretching over 1,700 
kilometres (1,056 miles) from its most 
southerly point, on the same latitude as 
northern California, to the Arctic waters of 
Hudson Bay, and 1,600 kilometres from 
west to east. The word “Ontario” is thought 
to mean “‘beautiful waters” in the original Iroquoian—and it couldn’t 
be a more appropriate description! While over 70 per cent of the 
province is covered by forests, 20 per cent is comprised of water, 
with over 250,000 lakes, gouged into the rock of the Canadian 
Shield by the last ice age. Hundreds of kilometres of shoreline on 
four of the Great Lakes offer numerous recreational opportunities, 
from the rugged beauty of Lake Superior in the north, or the sailing 
paradise of Lake Huron, to the gentler shores and beautiful sandy 
beaches of Lakes Erie and Ontario.

y the time the British Crown 

abolished slavery in 1833 in what is 

now Ontario, fugitive slaves from 
the United States had already been 
“following the North Star” and arriving in 
the province on the “Underground 
Railroad,” the secret network that hid 
thousands of runaways and guided them to 
Canada. The first permanent settlement was 
established in the town of Sandwich, and 
the Sandwich Baptist Church dating from 
1851, now stands in the west end of 
Windsor. 

Other settlements followed, among them 
North Buxton, where the Buxton Historic 
Site and Museum preserves the history of 
the 1849 Elgin settlement. 

Now you can trace the footsteps of those 
early freedom seekers by visiting these and 
four other black heritage sites in the area. 
At Amherstburg you will find the North 
American Black Historical Museum; near 
Dresden the home of the Rev. Josiah 
Henson, whose early life in slavery inspired 
Harriet Beecher Stowe’s “Uncle Tom’s 
Cabin;” the First Baptist Church in 
Chatham, where a meeting was held by 
John Brown to plan the raid on Harper’s 
Ferry, which helped trigger the American 
Civil War; and the John Freeman Walls 
Historic Site and Underground Railroad 
Museum in Puce, just east of Windsor.

is laid out like a wagon wheel with the 
streets radiating from the Courthouse like 
spokes.

Casino Windsor offers lots of excitement 


he border city of Windsor, located on the Detroit River, 

is a giant draw for both Americans and Canadians. Why?

kind artifacts sounds good, Festival Country is the place for 

you. Add the local farmers’ markets with their fresh produce 
and baked goods and a variety of home-style eating places and 
you have an experience to remember. 

In the heart of Mennonite Country, the Kitchener Farmers’ 
Market is well known, but Waterloo has two as well. The St. 
Jacobs Market has over 400 vendors selling farm produce, 
meats, cheese, baked goods, furniture, crafts and housewares. 
Of special interest are the beautiful, hand-sewn Mennonite 
quilts. And a few blocks away in the village of St. Jacobs, there’s 
a blacksmith shop, horse-drawn trolley and almost 100 shops, 
restaurants and inns. Hop aboard the newest attraction in 
Waterloo, The Waterloo/St. Jacobs Railway, and have a blast 
from the past travelling the Fifties Streamliner train out of 
Waterloo through Mennonite country to St. Jacobs. 

Picturesque Elora, beautifully situated on the Grand River a 
short drive north of Kitchener, is a charming spot for strolling 
and looking through the many old-fashioned shops. 
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The town of Fergus, a few kilometres northeast of Elora on 
the Grand River, is a little bit of Scotland in Wellington County. 
The Fergus Market is housed in a riverside building with views 
of the water and is open every weekend year round, selling farm 
produce, antiques and handicrafts. 

And if you’re in Niagara-on-the-Lake for an afternoon, take a 
stroll along Queen Street. You’ll feel you’ ve stepped back over a 
hundred years. Quaint shops sell everything from home-made 
fudge to fine china and gifts. 

We could go on — flea markets to browse around, great

You can visit the gardens of the School of Horticulture, 
and the giant floral clock, more than 12m (40 feet) in diameter, 
with as many as 19,000 flowers, as well as visit the Butterfly 
Conservatory located in the Niagara Parks Botanical Gardens 
where you’ll enjoy over 2,000 fluttering butterflies. 

The views all the way along are breathtaking and there 
are many lookouts and picnic areas. A recreational trail along 
the Niagara Parkway is ideal for walking, jogging, roller 
blading or cycling.

uilt to link Lake Erie to Lake Ontario and bypass the 

Niagara River and Falls, the Welland Canal lets ships 

from all over the world “climb” the Niagara Escarpment 
and make their way through the Great Lakes. The difference in 
elevation between Lake Ontario and Lake Erie is 99.5 metres 
(326.5 feet). 

The first Welland Canal opened in 1829, but the existing 
canal, the fourth, dates from 1932. A series of eight lift locks 
along the 42-kilometre (26-mile) canal carry the ships up or 
down, from Lock 1 at St. Catharines to Lock 8 at Port Colborne 
or the reverse. 
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Four of the locks are in the inland port of Thorold. Three of 
these are known as “twin flight” locks because they allow traffic 
both ways simultaneously. A viewing station at Lock 3 in St. 
Catharines gives an excellent view of the canal in operation. 

The remnants of the first three Welland canals have not been 
permitted to decay or disappear — historic areas remain and 
recreational parks have been created, from Port Dalhousie on 
Lake Ontario down through St. Catharines, Thorold, and Welland 
to Port Colborne on Lake Erie.

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Sainte-Marie Among the Hurons 

n 1639, Jesuit missionaries established Sainte- 

Marie among the Hurons near the existing 

town of Midland. The fortified mission was the 
most westerly European outpost and became a 
home to Hurons who were converted to 
Christianity. Ste. Marie soon became the largest 
European inland settlement north of New Orleans. 
It boasted Ontario’s first church, hospital, 
blacksmith shop and European farm. 

In 1647, the Iroquois began attacking in 
Huron territory and the mission became a target. 
By March 1649, many of the Hurons and Jesuits 
had been captured and killed and villages 
destroyed. Rather than surrender to the Iroquois, 
the Jesuits at Ste. Marie burned everything they 
had spent the last 10 years building and fled with 
their Huron friends. 

In 1967, Sainte-Marie among the Hurons, 
accurately reconstructed, was opened to the public. 
Today, visitors travel back 350 years to experience 
first-hand the everyday community life of 
Canada’s first inland settlement. 


Discovery Harbour 

The area’s colourful marine heritage is brought 
to life in a remarkable way at the Discovery 
Harbour in Penetanguishene, a short distance to 
the north. Here you can explore the original 
officers’ quarters as they were in 1845 and board 
the historic ships Bee, Tecumseth and 
Perseverance. Costumed sailors and soldiers guide 
you and show you life in a 19th-century naval and 
military base. Experience sailing on historic ships 
with “Midday Sailaway” and “‘Sailor’s Sunset,” 
afternoon and evening sailings. And there’s 
summer theatre at the King’s Wharf Theatre. 


Wye Marsh Wildlife Centre 

Situated near Sainte-Marie, the Wye Marsh 
is a naturalist’s delight. For over 25 years the 
Wye Marsh Wildlife Centre has been one of 
Canada’s foremost environmental education ; <a 
centres. The centre features films and displays of _ 
local flora and fauna, and guides are available to 
answer questions. Visitors walk through 80 
hectares (200 acres) of marsh and woodland on 
special boardwalks and trails, observing marine 
life and birds in their natural habitat. Canoe trips 
can also be taken into the marsh. In winter there 
are over 20 kilometres (12 miles) of cross-country 
trails available.

he Niagara Escarpment is the 

predominant topographical feature in 

the southern Ontario area, extending 
736 kilometres (442 miles) from Queenston 
near Niagara Falls to Tobermory. This giant 
horseshoe-shaped landform is home to a 
variety of plants and animals, and rises to an 
impressive 100 metres (325 feet) in some 
sections, providing wonderful views of the 
surrounding countryside. 

The Escarpment’s northern and most 
scenic end juts 80 kilometres (50 miles) into 
Lake Huron as the Bruce Peninsula, and the 
Bruce Peninsula National Park has been 
established here to protect it. The Park is a 
preserve of limestone cliffs, mixed 
woodland, marsh and beaches, and is home 
to much flora and fauna, most notably 43 
species of wild orchid. It has a variety of 
hiking trails, some traversing the 
magnificent rocky shoreline and beaches. 
They link with the Bruce Trail, Ontario’s 
longest hiking trail, which follows the 
entire Escarpment.

oronto is built on the grid system, 
so to find your way around, it 

helps to know that Yonge Street 
is the main north-south thoroughfare, 
and streets that cross it are numbered 
starting at Yonge and referred to as 
“east” or “west.” A major east-west 
thoroughfare is Bloor Street, and 
Toronto’s main subway lines follow 
these two streets. 

The Toronto Transit Commission 
(TTC) operates the subway, together 
with an extensive network of streetcar 
and bus routes. Streetcars or buses can 
take you almost anywhere not on the 
subway line. The system is modern, safe 
and clean. It’s also an exact-fare system 
— you must have either a token, a ticket 
or the exact fare. Drivers do not make 
change. You can transfer from subway to 
surface transport and vice versa on one 
fare — make sure you get a transfer when 
you pay your fare.

oronto enjoys its waterfront in a big way. From the east 

end of the city to the west end, Lake Ontario provides a 

wonderful recreational resource with many different 
activities, attractions and picturesque spots to enjoy. Cyclists can 
make the trip from the east end of the beaches all the way across 
town to the Humber River on a single lakeshore bike trail. 


Toronto Islands 

In the summer, people flock to the islands for a day away 
from the city.

Waterfront Trail

Open since 1996, the Lake Ontario Waterfront 
Trail runs for 325 km between Stoney Creek and Trenton and 
passes through the heart of Toronto’s Harbourfront. Trail users 
enjoy cycling, walking, in-line skating, jogging, birding and 
exploring the vast natural and cultural heritage of the Lake 
Ontario waterfront.

Henry Moore sculptures at the Art Gallery of Ontario (AGO) 


he Art Gallery of Ontario (AGO) is the 

largest and oldest public art gallery in 

Toronto. The existing complex began 
modestly over 90 years ago in an 1817 
Georgian mansion, known as The Grange. In 
various stages the museum was expanded to 
accommodate growing collections: the Henry 
Moore Sculpture Centre, the Canadian 
contemporary and historical art collections, 
print and drawing collections, as well as the 
Edward P. Taylor Research Library and the 
renowned Anne Tanenbaum Gallery School. 
The Henry Moore Sculpture Centre, which 
opened in 1974, contains the world’s largest 
collection of Moore’s work. The AGO’s 
permanent collection, housed in over 50 
galleries, comprises more than 18,000 works 
and reflects 600 years of human creativity. The 
Canadian collection marks the development of 
art in Canada from the early 19th century and 
includes many works by the Group of Seven as 
well as Inuit art. Highlights of the collection are 
works by Rembrandt, Hals, Van Gogh, the 
French impressionists and Picasso. 

Toronto’s Royal Ontario Museum, the 
ROM, is Canada’s largest public museum. 
Since opening in 1914, it has been an 
invaluable presence in the city’s cultural and 
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educational life. Its exhibits tell the complete 
story of human and natural history. The 
museum’s vast collection of objects and 
specimens — the spectacular dinosaur 
collection, totem poles, insects, ancient 
Egyptian mummies, one of the greatest 
Chinese collections in the western world, art 
and artifacts depicting 1,000 years of European 
history — draw almost a million visitors every 
year. Besides the ROM’s permanent galleries, 
there are numerous changing exhibitions, 
tours, lectures and workshops. 

The George R. Gardiner Museum of Ceramic 
Art, located right across the street from the 
ROM, is the only museum in North America 
specializing in ceramics. It houses one of the 
world’s great collections of European ceramic 
art from the early 15th century to the turn of the 
19th century. 

Housed in a custom-designed building, the 
Bata Shoe Museum collection contains almost 
10,000 footwear artifacts, including an 
internationally important assemblage of Native 
American items. From ancient Egyptian 
papyrus sandals to Elvis Presley’s loafers, this 
collection spans 4,500 years and criss-crosses 
the globe.

Secretariat run the final race 
of his career. (The legendary horse 
won by six and a half lengths.) A 
visitor to Toronto today can also 
watch legendary, and soon to be 
legendary, athletes perform. 


Baseball 

Toronto has fallen for baseball and 
the Blue Jays in a big way. The 
Toronto Blue Jays are one of the 
most successful expansion franchises 
in baseball history. Since their first 
season in 1977, they’ ve been 
American League East champions 
four times and have two World Series 
championships behind them. They 
are the first major league baseball 
team ever to attract more than four 
million fans in a season. They play in 
the SkyDome, the only stadium in 
the world with a fully retractable 
roof. (So wear sunglasses if it’s a 
beautiful, cloudless afternoon, but 
there’s no need for an umbrella 4f it 
looks like rain!) Tours of the 
SkyDome are available year-round 
when the Blue Jays-are out of town, 
or during thé off-season. 


Hockey 

With 11 Stanley Cups and nearly a 
century of history, the Toronto Maple 
Leafs are one of the storied original 
National Hockey League teams. 
Historic Maple Leaf Gardens, their 
home ice, is one of the few North 
American arenas built before World 
War II still standing. To explore 
hockey’s past and experience 
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something of the game at the pro 
level, the Hockey Hall of Fame gives 
you the opportunity to take shots on a 
computer-generated goalie, see the 
Stanley Cup, learn about hockey’s all- 
time greats, go behind the scenes of 
an NHL broadcast, and more. 


Basketball 

Toronto had NBA basketball back 
as far as 1946. The Toronto Huskies 
folded after only one season, but 
now the Raptors have brought the 
slam dunk excitement of the NBA 
back to, Toronto. 


Football 

The Toronto Argonauts play high 
scoring CFL football every fall in 
the SkyDome. 


Racing 

Games are.only part of the sports 
excitementin Toronto. If you’ve ever 
watched two drivers battle for the 
lead_as they race 800 horsepower 
Indy cars bumper to bumper at speeds 
approaching 190 mph, you'll 
understand why the Molson Indy 
is Toronto’s largest spectator 
sporting event. 

And although Secretariat is just a 
memory, horse racing fans can still 
enjoy the thrill of the action at 
Canada’s showplace of thoroughbred 
racing, the Woodbine Race Track. 
Among other important dates on the 
racing calendar here, you’ll want to 
make a note of the Queen’s Plate, the 
oldest continually run stakes race in 
North America.

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oronto is a city of neighbourhoods. Many of these were 

once separate villages that were simply absorbed by the 

growing metropolis — the Annex, Yorkville, Parkdale. 
Others have developed where different cultures have 
congregated, as in Chinatown, Greektown, or Little Italy, while 
Queen Street West in the Spadina and Bathurst Street area is 
home to a mix of mainstream and off-beat fashion retailers, 
designer studios and chic cafes. Here are some thumbnail 
sketches of some of Toronto’s most interesting neighbourhoods. 


Chinatown 

Toronto’s downtown Chinatown — one of five in the Greater 
Toronto area — is a busy, vibrant, exciting place that seems 
never to slow down. The streets teem with shoppers and the 
many restaurants do a steady business day and night. The heart 
of Chinatown is Dundas and Spadina. 

There are two main reasons to come to Chinatown: to shop 
and to eat. Shopping — for groceries, household items, furniture, 
books, music, antiques, jewelry and herbal remedies. Designers 
looking for the exotic, students looking for a bargain, cooks 
looking for bok choy — they all find treasures in the crowded 
shops and sidewalks of Chinatown. 

As for eating, the restaurants range from the grand red and 
gold palaces with opulent painted tiles and elaborate fish tanks 
to the storefront diner. You can eat Beijing-style, Szechuan, 


Cantonese, Mandarin, Chiu Chow, Mongolian firepot, dim sum All smiles in Little Italy 

—and there are a lot of Vietnamese and Thai eateries too — you 

won't be disappointed. Try one! of lamb and lemon and oregano, and that easygoing 
Mediterranean mood takes over. Eat late, sit and talk, watch the 

Kensington Market passing scene, walk a little. And take it easy.

The Beaches 
The best way to get here is to take the “red 
rocket” streetcar along Queen Street East. When

night in Greektown is a bit of Athens in Toronto. Life comes out you ’ve left the big city behind and entered a small town, a busy, 
to the street.

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the beach, all year round. People here just like to stroll — along 
Queen Street to look at the shops, along the side streets to admire 
the pretty houses and gardens, along the paths of Kew Gardens, 
and especially along the boardwalk. This wide sweeping 
walkway stretches several kilometres along the lake; sandy beach 
and water on one side, green lawns and trees on the other. A bike 
path runs parallel to the boardwalk, and, of course, there are 
plenty of spots for lunch, a snack, or dinner. 


Bloor- Yorkville 

Once — in the sixties — the village of Yorkville’s smoky coffee 
houses were gathering places for hippies. Today, the Bloor- 
Yorkville area, a few short blocks in the Bloor and Avenue Road 
area, is the smartest retail neighbourhood in Toronto. Its streets 
are lined with posh boutiques, exclusive art galleries and chic 
restaurants. Yorkville is also one of Toronto’s best spots for star 
gazing. Movie stars working on films in Toronto can often be 
seen dining or shopping in the neighbourhood. It also holds 
Toronto’s most unique park, a highly structured and designed 
award-winning space featuring several different natural 
landscapes.

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Come to the fair; Canadian National Exhibition 


t any given time there are likely to be dozens 

of celebrations and festivals going on all over 

Toronto. Being the multi-cultural, dynamic 
place it is, it’s not surprising that a lot of the special 
events have an ethnic flavour. Here is a selection of 
some of the biggest and most popular. 


Caribana 

Of all Toronto’s festivals, none makes the city want 
to party the way Caribana does. The August festival of 
Caribbean culture draws hundreds of thousands of 
visitors from around the world. The highlight of the 
festival is the parade, a sprawling, all-day 
extravaganza of dancers in “mas” — elaborate, 
magnificent costumes — steel bands, reggae and every 
kind of Caribbean music, food and fun. Over a million 
watch and dance their way along the lakeshore. The 
festival wraps up with a weekend of music and 
partying on the Toronto Islands. 


Metro International Caravan 

A celebration of the ethnic diversity of the city, 
Caravan features the culture, crafts, music, dance and 
food of dozens of Toronto’s nationalities. Scattered 
across the city are pavilions named for cities around the 
world, and you can purchase a Caravan Passport 
enabling you to sample the different cultures on display. 
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Canadian National Exhibition 

Torontonians call it “The Ex” and it’s been the 
harbinger of summer’s end for over 110 years. The 
world’s oldest and largest annual agricultural fair runs 
from late-August through Labour Day. There’s an old- 
fashioned carnival feel to it: a midway with dozens of 
rides, hot dogs, candy apples, cotton candy and ice 
cream waffles, a spectacular air show, grandstand 
performances by top musical stars, displays of 
international merchandise, livestock competitions, 
equestrian events and more. 


Toronto International Film Festival 

Considered one of the important film festivals of 
the world, this festival takes place in early-September 
and is famous for being a “people’s” event. Hundreds 
of films are screened in several theatres, often with 
directors and stars in attendance and available to 
answer questions. 


Royal Agricultural Winter Fair 

This is the one of North America’s most 
prestigious agricultural fairs. It combines under one 
roof the grace, beauty and excitement of the 
International Royal Horse show, the pride and 
accomplishment of livestock and agricultural 
product shows, and a commercial trade show.

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he old Kingston Road from Toronto 

to Kingston, now Highway 2, passes 

close to the shore of Lake Ontario 
and through many picturesque towns and 
villages. A drive along this Heritage Highway 
is an ideal way to see an area of small-town 
Ontario that preserves the genteel and stately 
atmosphere of an earlier era. There are plenty 
of antique and curio shops, inns, bed and 
breakfasts and restaurants, as well as many 
scenic vistas. 

The lakeside town of Port Hope has a 
decidedly Victorian look and feel to it with 
its 19th-century streetscape and the oldest 
surviving church in the Anglican Diocese of 
Toronto, St. Marks, built in 1822. The town 
hosts a series of fun events throughout the 
year, from its annual historic house tour to a 
crazy raft and boat race on the Ganaraska 
River — a river that is reputedly one of the 
best spots in Ontario for rainbow trout fishing. 

Just a few minutes east of Port Hope is 
Cobourg. Tree-shaded streets and impressive 
homes create Cobourg’s solid, yet genteel 
atmosphere. The focal point of the town is 
Victoria Hall, built in a grand Victorian- 
Palladian style and serving as the town’s 
main art gallery and concert hall. Cobourg 
was also home to another Victoria — Victoria 
College, opened in 1836 in an impressive 
Greek revival-style building. Hollywood’s 
Marie Dressler is a Cobourg native and her 
birthplace is now a small museum. 

A short drive east of Cobourg is Colborne 
and the Big Apple, the first stop on the 
Apple Route that takes you through some of 
Ontario’s best apple country. The route 
continues past pick-your-own orchards, 
roadside markets and museums to Brighton, 
standing among the apple orchards near 
Presqu Ile Provincial Park. The park is on 
the migration flyways of many bird species. 
Bird watching is best in spring and fall, but 
the park is a popular summer spot, too, with 
its wide, sandy beach and camping facilities.

Collection is one of Canada's top 

public galleries and includes one of 
the largest permanent displays of works by 
Tom Thomson, the Group of Seven and 
their contemporaries. It also houses an 
impressive collection of Aboriginal and 
Métis art. 

The McMichael is situated on 40 
hectares (100 acres) of beautiful 
conservation land overlooking the Humber 
River Valley in the picturesque village of 
Kleinburg, 30 kilometres northwest of 
Toronto. The dramatic fieldstone and log 
building, which was once the home of the 
gallery’s founders, has been expanded into 
an airy 9,000-square-metre (80,000 square 
foot) facility. It includes 14 exhibition 
galleries, a restaurant and a gift shop. 

Works by contemporary painters, 
sculptors, photographers, folk artists and 
video and film-makers are often featured in 
special exhibitions. 

The gallery is proud to note that five of 
the Group of Seven artists have visited the 
McMichael, and six of the group are buried 
in a small cemetery on the McMichael 
grounds: Arthur Lismer, Frederick Varley, 
Lawren Harris, Frank Johnston, A.J. Casson 
and A.Y. Jackson.

Petroglyphs Provincial Park is the 

home of Canada’s largest 
concentration of aboriginal rock carvings. 
Found in 1954 at the east end of Stony 

_ Lake, outside the hamlet of Stonyridge, 
these well-preserved symbols and figures 
recount the aboriginal story of life. As each 
young male entered adolescence, the elders 
of the tribe would lead him to this site, 
guided by the sound of the waterfalls and 
special guide rocks. The medicine wheel 
told them that life began as did the sunrise 
in the east. Midday represented mid-life. 
The west meant old age, while the north 
referred to the afterlife. The spirits portrayed 
in the carvings taught that man must co- 
exist with nature. After each lesson, the 
elders would cover the stones with moss to 
preserve the carvings from erosion. The 
petroglyphs are now inside a protective 
building, and an award-winning film by the 
Ministry of Natural Resources, called The 
Teaching Rocks, reveals the mysteries as 
told and narrated by the Ojibway people.

limestone architecture. Once the capital of 
the United Provinces of Canada, Kingston 
was built on a scale befitting a capital: its 
City Hall, 1843-44, is a fine example of the 
neo-classical style. The many 19th-century 
limestone buildings in Kingston give it a 
quite distinctive look and atmosphere. 

Situated at the point where Lake Ontario 
flows into the St. Lawrence River and at the 
southern end of the Rideau Canal, Kingston 
offers all types of water-related activities 
and sports. Known as the freshwater sailing 
capital of North America, Kingston hosted 
the sailing events of the 1976 Summer 
Olympics and still hosts the annual Canadian 
Olympic Training Regatta. It is the western 
entrance to the spectacular Thousand Islands 
region, the southern gateway to the historic 
Rideau Canal, and a starting point for a 
variety of cruises, both daily and overnight. 
The Marine Museum of the Great Lakes 
preserves the important heritage of Great 
Lakes shipping from 1678 on. 

Kingston boasts more museums per 
capita than any other place in Ontario and 
there are some unique events—the Kingston 
Buskers Rendezvous, for instance, bringing 
over 100 street performers from around the 
world to Kingston every summer.

There’s plenty of fun for children, who can 
get in on the action in the Children’s 
Military Muster Parade!

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n the heart of Ottawa, rising dramatically from a bluff 
overlooking the Ottawa River, a massed group of great stone 
Gothic buildings tilt their verdigrised copper roofs and spires 
to the skies. These are the Parliament Buildings, seat of 
government, symbol of the capital, and the focal point of a city 
that has become a fascinating blend of English and French, 
historic and modern, ceremonial and casual. This is where 
Canada’s heart beats, and where every visit to Ottawa should 
start. There are tours of the buildings, the colourful Changing the 
Guard ceremony on summer mornings, and on warm summer 
evenings, the Reflections of Canada: A Symphony of Sound and 
Light spectacle against the backdrop of these majestic towers. 
From here, the centre of Ottawa can be explored quite 
comfortably on foot. Many of the city’s attractions are within 
sight of Parliament Hill.

A focal point of the city’s cultural life is the National Arts 
Centre with theatre, opera and ballet, and numerous other 
theatrical and musical presentations. 

Ottawa is a city with plenty of green space in and around it. 
Adventure activities—both for novices and experienced thrill- 
seekers alike—are just moments away. The Greenbelt is a band of 
protected wetlands and woodlands surrounding the Capital on the 
Ontario side of the Ottawa River, and includes Stony Swamp 
Conservation Area. The Central Experimental Farm in the heart of 
the city is 500 hectares (1,200 acres) of gardens and fields and 
offers horse-drawn wagon tours. Across the river is Gatineau Park, 
356 square kilometres of camping, swimming, fishing, biking, 
spelunking and skiing. Other city parks, including bike and 
walking paths along the Rideau Canal, make Ottawa a lovely 
place to get around on foot.

hatever your interest, Ottawa has a museum devoted to 

it, whether it be science or scouting, skiing or flying. 

The city is a mine of information, memorabilia, displays, 
designs and delights. Its national museums are the storehouses of 
the nation’s heritage — and some of its most spectacular 
architectural visions. 

The Canadian Museum of Civilization in Hull is housed in a 
flowing, curvaceous complex whose architecture reflects the vast 
sweep of Canada’s geography. The museum traces Canada’s 
history from prehistoric times to the present. Many exhibits are 
interactive, especially in the Children’s Museum, and there are life- 
sized reconstructions of historic Canadian scenes. IMAX and 
OMNIMAX giant screen movies carry you into the action. 

The National Gallery of Canada is an architectural gem with 
many treasures inside. The gleaming glass structure overlooking 
the Ottawa River houses the nation’s artistic heritage as well as 
collections of European, Asian and American masterpieces. In its 
heart you'll discover a rare gem — the preserved interior of a 
convent chapel with an exquisitely decorated neo-Gothic fan- 
vaulted ceiling. 

The Canadian War Museum displays Canada’s military history 
through life-size “dioramas” — sight and sound displays that put 
you in the action — weapons, uniforms, badges and medals, as well 
as a large art exhibit.

ttawa is both the nation’s capital and a vibrant, colourful 

city in its own right. In its role as capital, Ottawa has more 

pomp and ceremony than most cities and there are special 
events throughout the year, such as the opening of Parliament, 
visits by heads of state, and the Remembrance Day ceremonies at 
the National War Memorial on November 11. 

The city celebrates its heritage and its life with an eclectic mix 
of festivals. Mid-May brings out the tulips and Ottawa has literally 
millions of them. The annual Tulip Festival is a particularly fitting 
reminder of the friendship between Holland and Canada, a 
friendship strengthened during the Second World War when the 
Dutch Royal Family spent an enforced exile in Ottawa. The 
original gift of 100,000 tulips was the Royal Family’s way of 
saying thank you. 

Ottawa, with its sister city of Hull, forms the largest bilingual 
area in English Canada. It is the centre of Franco-Ontarian culture 
in the region and celebrates that culture every June with the 
Festival Franco-Ontarien. There’s entertainment traditional and 
modern, crafts, foods and more. 

Not to be missed if you’re in Ottawa July 1 is the Canada Day 
Celebration held on Parliament Hill in honour of Canada’s 
“birthday.” This is an all-day party with marching bands, pealing 
bells, thundering jets and top entertainment. Another stirring 
ceremonial event is the daily Changing the Guard on Parliament 
Hill during the summer. Marching bands in scarlet tunics and bearskin 
“busbies” make this popular spectacle one to catch if you can. 
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Ottawa’s winter scene is brightened every February with 
Winterlude, a festival held over the first three weekends in 
February, celebrating winter’s special pleasures. The frozen Rideau 
Canal becomes the centre of the festival with ice skating and other 
winter sports, entertainment, fireworks, ice sculptures and much 
more. Winterlude is one of North America’s biggest winter 
carnivals. 

The Ottawa calendar includes a host of other festivals, including: 
Bluesfest, a weekend of outdoor blues performances; HOPE Beach 
Volleyball Tournament, the largest of its kind; all types of great 
jazz at the Ottawa International Jazz Festival; over 60 concerts at 
the Ottawa Chamber Music festival; great food at the Taste of 
Ottawa; spectacular fireworks competitions at the Casino Sound of 
Light; and the 110-year-old Central Canada Exhibition.

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he mighty St. Lawrence, one of the world's great rivers, has 

played a significant part in Canadian history. From the early 

days when it was the principal route of the French explorers, 
right through to the construction of the Seaway, the St. Lawrence 
continues its role as one of the world's major shipping routes, 
permitting huge ocean-going vessels to reach the heart of the North 
American continent.

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This is one of many interesting stories you will hear while 
taking a leisurely cruise through this beautiful and fascinating area, 
still a playground for the rich and famous. The Thousand Islands 
communities from Kingston, through Gananoque and Ivy Lea to 
Rockport and Brockville, are starting points for one to three-hour 
cruises, and from Kingston you can also take a cruise of several 
days on a luxury river steamboat.

Parkway corridor campgrounds. 
There are eight campgrounds 
along the 56-km (35-mile) 
stretch of Highway 60 running 
through the southwest corner of 
the park. These cater to tents 
PARKS nd trailers, and have modern 
amenities such as showers. 

Camping in Algonquin’s interior is an 
adventure of an altogether more rugged 
variety. Some 1,600 primitive sites dotted 
throughout the wilderness are accessible 
on foot or via the 1,500 kilometres (1,000 
miles) of canoe routes. As with other 
wilderness parks, such as Killarney, Quetico 
and Lake Superior, cans and bottles are 
banned in the interior — containers must be 
reusable, and nothing must be left behind to 
damage the environment. 

Reservations are recommended — a quota 
is placed on interior camping to preserve 
park values. To make an interior reservation, 
you need to have a specific access point and 
know your proposed route.

Spread out over 7,725 square kilometres 
(2,983 square miles), this magnificent, 105-year-old 
ONTARIO Park contains more than 1,000 cool, clear 


lakes and abounds with wildlife. Hikers, 
canoeists, mountain bikers, backpackers 
and campers will find themselves 

transported by this lovely area. And 
PARKS families will have lots to explore together. 

A naturalist’s dream, the park is home to more than 
100 species of birds, 40 types of mammals and 1,000 
species of plants. You can view the bounty of colorful 
park wild flowers from April to September, and the 
rich reds and golds of autumn maples can be savored 
through September into October. Winter campers will 
find electrical sites at Mew Lake and cozy yurts and 
cabins reached by ski or snowshoe. 

Visitors may see beavers cutting across the water,

rystal-clear water, a skyline of white 

pines and more than 8,000 square 

kilometres of interconnecting canoe 
routes make Temagami a canoeist’s heaven. 
Hundreds of lakes, adjoining wetlands, 
rivers and a mosaic of 1,400 islands provide 
paddle dippers with endless adventure. 

The back country features a large loop of 
waterway and wilderness provincial parks. 
Lady Evelyn-Smoothwater Wilderness Park 
contains two scenic look-outs — Maple 
Mountain and the Ishpatina Ridge, which at 
693 metres, is the province’s highest point. 
Awe-inspiring old-growth pine line the lakes 
of the Obabika River Waterway — Lady 
Evelyn Lake, Diamond Lake and the 
Obabika River — and Wakimika Triangle 
is also known for green giants and 
hiking trails. 

The wetlands of the Obabika River are 
famous among nature photographers who 
gather here to observe moose. Temagami 
area lake trout, walleye (pickerel), 
smallmouth bass, pike and whitefish will 
please anglers. Running to the northwest, 
the Sturgeon River Waterway Park has more 
than 60 sets of rapids where early-season 
canoeing means whitewater thrills! 
Completing the loop back to Lady Evelyn- 
Smoothwater Park is the Solace Waterway 
Park, which reflects its name with calm, 
flatwater paddling through peaceful lakes. 

There are various wilderness canoe 
outfitters offering canoe trips and outfitting, 
and a host of lodges around Lake Temagami 
that make great bases for a canoeing or 
fishing vacation.

anitoulin Island at 2,800 square kilometres (1,068 
square miles) is the world’s largest island within a lake. 
The Island is also home to the world’s largest 
lake-within-a-lake — Manitou Lake, 103 square kilometres 
(41 square miles). 

A beautiful and special place, Manitoulin Island has inspired 
many aboriginal stories and legends. Based on translations of 
Ojibway, Odawa and Potawatamie languages, Manitoulin means 
“Spirit Island,” and is the home of the Great Spirit also known as 
Kitche Manitou. 

One tale describes the island in Mindemoya Lake as being 
the grandmother of Nanabush, a boy who was part human, part 
spirit. According to the legend, he was running with her over 
his shoulder and stumbled. She flew through the air and landed 
on her hands and knees in the middle of the lake, where she 
remains today. 

Descendants of the original Anishnabec inhabitants of 
Manitoulin still live here and participate in the life of the 
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community together with descendants of pioneers of largely 
Scottish, Irish and English stock. 

Accessible from the north by road, to the southwest, the island 
is linked to the Bruce Peninsula by a car ferry service — the 
MS Chi-Cheemaun. Some favorite attractions on this island of 
picture-perfect towns and painterly landscapes are the natural 
beauty hot spots. Bridal Veil Falls and Ten Mile Point scenic 
lookout are must-sees, as is Cup and Saucer Hill, named for its 
little hill, or cup, sitting on the big hill, or saucer below. 

A “ghostly” phenomenon you might happen upon if your 
timing is right, is the “Burning Boat.” This red, burning ship-like 
mass, seen in the Providence Bay area, occurs only during a full 
moon. Skeptics say it is the result of hot gases and reflections.

seen at Wikwemikong (“bay of the beaver’) 

Unceded Indian Reserve. Every August, on 
the civic holiday weekend, dancers, drummers and 
singers can be seen at the Wikwemikong Pow-wow. 
Drawing First Nations performers from across 
North America since 1960, the Pow-wow welcomes 
all visitors and features dance competitions, an art 
show, historic walks, theatre productions, crafts and 
traditional foods. 

The drum is the “heartbeat” of the native peoples 
and of the Pow-wow. The chanting of the ancient 
songs — warriors’ songs, songs of honour, songs of 
social life — and the dancing of the ancient steps 
are the spiritual core of the Pow-wow. Elaborately 
costumed dancers, singers and drummers all compete 
for prizes. At the end of the ceremony is the 
traditional “giveaway,” when the participants 
receive gifts of appreciation. 

The Wikwemikong Heritage Organization hosts 
the Annual Competition Pow-wow and welcomes 
all to attend.

egend has it that Fred LaRose, a blacksmith for the 
Timiskaming and Northern Ontario Railroad, threw a 
hammer at a fox one day, and the hammer uncovered 
what eventually proved to be the world’s richest vein of 
silver. This is the site that became Cobalt, home at one time 
to more than 100 mines. When the silver rush was on, 
starting in 1903, the population swelled to 12,000. 
Today it’s a pleasant little community of 1,500. 
The Heritage Silver Trail is a self-guided drive through 
the back roads of Cobalt and consists of five mining 
sites — The McKinley-Darragh Mill Site, The Little Silver 
Vein Site, The Cart Lake Tailings Lookout, The Nipissing 
‘06 Mine Site and The Right-Of-Way Mine Site. You can 
also visit the Cobalt Mining Museum, dedicated exclusively 
to silver mining.

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MA captive audience: the Timmins underground gold mine tour 


ome of Canada’s richest and most famous gold mines can be 

found in the James Bay Frontier, along what has been dubbed 

the Golden Highway. In the shape of a cross, it combines 
Highway 11 from Englehart to Matheson and Highway 66 from 
Matachewan to the Quebec border. The most famous community 
along the Golden Highway is Kirkland Lake. Since 1907, when 
gold was first discovered there, 900 tons of the precious mineral 
were mined. At one time, seven gold mines operated within a 
one-mile stretch, including the world renowned Lakeshore Mine, 
owned by Sir Harry Oakes. It alone produced 8.5 million ounces of 
gold from 1918 to 1968. The Museum of Northern History, 
located in the Sir Harry Oakes Chateau, has numerous artifacts 
and stories depicting the life in a Northern Ontario gold camp. 

East along Highway 66 is Larder Lake, where the district’s first 

gold was discovered in 1904. Farther along is Virginiatown, with 
one of Canada’s richest gold mines, Deak Resources. The north end 
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of the route leads to Matheson, and east of the community is 
one of the country’s most promising gold areas, the Harker 
Holloway gold fields. 

Hollinger Gold Mine, in Timmins, was discovered in 1909 by 
Benny Hollinger. It was once the richest gold producer in the 
Western Hemisphere with total gold production of $400 million, 
when gold was selling for $35 to $40 an ounce. Two other gold 
mines, Dome and McIntyre, added to Timmins’ fortune and it came 
to be known as the city with a heart of gold. If you want to pan for 
nuggets, see the drilling equipment, wear the authentic mining gear, 
and go underground, take the Timmins Underground Gold Mine 
Tour, located on the Hollinger Mine property. You’Il even see the 
all-important canary cage here. Every mine had a canary and 
when it fell off its perch, it meant there wasn’t enough oxygen. 
Don’t worry, they didn’t die; the miners took them out of the mine 
and revived them.

anoeing the rivers of Ontario’s 

northlands is a true adventure. 

Challenging portages, stretches of 
white water and vast expanses of pristine 
wilderness beckon outdoor enthusiasts. 
Mossy forests and stands of spruce and pine 
might afford you a glimpse of moose, beaver, 
mink, caribou or possibly a bald eagle.

Another popular route is the Missinaibi

Preserve and flows northeast towards 
James Bay. 

A variety of outfitters offer rentals or 
packages; in some cases you can fly in or out. 

But don’t forget, many of northern 
Ontario’s river routes are quite isolated and 
only the most experienced canoeist should 
attempt some of these trips. The James Bay 
Frontier offers a whole variety of canoeing 
opportunities, and in every case, you’ll be 
right in touch with the unspoiled wilds of 
Northern Ontario.

NORTH OF SUPERIOR 


ukaskwa (puck-a-saw) is Ontario’s 
largest national park. The park’s 
theme is “wild shore of an 

inland sea.” 

On the northeast corner of Lake 
Superior east of Marathon, Pukaskwa is 
a wilderness park of dense forest, rushing 
rivers and rugged coastline. Massive 
headlands jut into Lake Superior, forming 
bays of uncommon tranquillity and 
beauty. These can be enjoyed from the 
spectacular coastal hiking trail or from 
the water. 

As you move inland, the tranquillity 
gives way to rugged wilderness. 

Explore the huge wilderness by following 
one of the canoe routes. Dozens of 
species of animals live in the hilly terrain 
and drink from the rivers. Birds can be 
found nesting in the trees and on the 
rocky ridges. If you are lucky you may 
see a caribou or moose admiring 

one of the waterfalls. And the numerous 
rock-rimmed lakes are brimming with 
fish. Please note that fishing is 

permitted in the park with a valid 
Ontario Fishing Licence. 
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methyst is a semi-precious 

gemstone found in only six other 

countries in the world. It is a 
crystalline variety of quartz comprised 
of silicone dioxide containing minute 
quantities of iron. Natural heat and the 
earth’s radiation combine to create the 
exotic purple amethyst mineral. Amethyst 
was adopted as the official mineral of 
Ontario in 1975. Used in Egyptian 
amulets as early as 2000 BC, amethyst is 
the birthstone for the month of February 
and the official gem for Wednesday, 
Jupiter and those born under the sign of 
Pisces. It is often used to symbolize deep 
love, happiness, sincerity and wealth. 

The Amethyst Mine Panorama, the 

largest amethyst mine in North America, 
was discovered in 1955, 35 miles east of 
Thunder Bay. Five years later amethyst 
production began and the Amethyst Mine 
Panorama has been continuously active 
since then. It is open to the public and @ Polished Agate 
offers a unique pick-your-own Amethyst 
adventure. The company also provides 
pails, digging tools and running water. 
The Amethyst Factory Gift Centre in 
downtown Thunder Bay has a full 
selection of precious purple amethyst 
as well as a variety of souvenirs and 
novelties.

Visit an exciting new discovery of a 
semi-precious gemstone at the Thunder 
Bay Agate Mine. Opened to the public on 
July 1, 1997, it is the only agate mine in

Id Fort William — the wildest, 

woolliest fur trading centre in all 

North America, where every 
summer more than 1,000 North West 
Company agents, trappers, adventurers and 
voyageurs congregated for the Great 
Rendezvous. Trappers brought their pelts 
into the fort and exchanged them for 
provisions, guns and the one item that made 
rendezvous so lively — liquor. When the 
population peaked in the summer, at least 
2,000 people lived in Fort William. 

Bringing to life the fur trading days of 

the early 1800s, Old Fort William is located 
on the Kaministiquia River in Thunder Bay. 
This impressive reconstruction of the 
original fort conjures up the glory days of 
the North West Company as it was in 1815. 
Opened in 1973, Old Fort William consists 
of 42 rebuilt historic buildings on a 
125-acre site. It is one of the largest living 
history sites on the continent. 


NORWHS OF SUPERIOR 


Today, costumed interpreters and 
informative tour guides create the 
experience of a living historical community. 
Activities include native crafts, 19th century 
farming, canoe and ship building, meetings 
of the North West Company partners and 
much more. You can watch 19th century 
bakers, blacksmiths, gunsmiths, and 
carpenters while they work, participate in 
the construction of birch bark canoes, and 
witness a re-enactment of the dramatic 
rendezvous. In August, the fort celebrates 
the First Nations’ contribution to the fur 
trade with Ojibwa Keeshigun — a two-day 
festival of aboriginal culture, music, 
dancing and demonstrations. 

The fort’s historic restaurant serves up 
real stick-to-the-ribs delights, including 
home-baked, brick-oven bread and bowlfuls 
of thick, hearty voyageur stew. 
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Two views of the spectacular vertical wall of Ouimet Canyon 


uimet Canyon is a two-mile gorge, 107 metres 

(350 feet) deep and 132 metres (500 feet) across, 

cut into the volcanic rock of Lake Superior’s northern 
shore. One of the most striking canyons in Eastern Canada, 
it is located 65 kilometres east of Thunder Bay or 33 kilometres 
west of the town of Nipigon. The park provides two viewing 
platforms that allow visitors to take in the full expanse of ancient 
rock and forest. A unique feature of Ouimet Canyon is the 
micro-community of sub-Arctic plants that thrive in its shaded 
depths, the only place in Canada outside the Arctic where these 
plants are found. 

Ouimet Canyon Provincial Nature Reserve is a must see for 
anyone travelling the north shore of Lake Superior along 
Hwy 17. It is located 65 kilometres east of Thunder Bay or 
33 kilometres west of the town of Nipigon.

he wildlife of northern Ontario is legendary. Whether it flies, swims or walks 
on four legs, nature’s living bounty has been richly bestowed here, a precious 
gift for all to enjoy. y 
The majestic moose is a symbol of the North. Fortunately, the moose population is Loe 
on the increase here. The wet habitat that moose need for feeding is abundant, 
and hunting is controlled, so they thrive. 
Black bear are plentiful, too. Though few will ever see one in the wild, they are 
there, and their presence reassures us that the world, at least here, is in balance. 
The town of Ear Falls is known as the bald eagle capital of North America, 
but the great birds are also abundant in many other parts of the region. 
You'll often see one, soaring in splendid solitude. 
Lac Seul is home to bald eagles, brown pelicans, loons, blue herons, osprey, ducks, 
moose, bear and caribou. 
Summer on Lake of the Woods brings a birder’s bonanza. Bald eagles dive, 
loons glide, blue herons guard the shores and flocks of white pelicans nestle among 
the lake’s rocky inlets. Osprey, hummingbirds, turkey vultures, pileated woodpeckers, 
Canada Geese and many species of duck all vie for the birder’s attention. 
Over 280 species of birds have been noted in the Rainy River District alone. 
And, of course, there are the fish, the reason so many come to this region — 
muskie, walleye, lake trout, bass, northern pike. You’re almost guaranteed a strike 
when you fish the waters of Ontario’s Sunset Country.

CURRENCY 

We recommend that visitors use Canadian funds. 
Currency exchange offices, conveniently located at 
most of our travel centres at the U.S./Ontario border 
offer a good rate of exchange and are open daily.

CUSTOMS AND IMMIGRATION 

American visitors crossing the border, either way, 
may be asked to verify their citizenship with such 
documents as a passport, or a birth or baptismal 
certificate. Naturalized U.S. citizens should carry a 
naturalization certificate. Permanent U.S. residents 
who are not citizens are advised to bring their Alien 
Registration Receipt Card (Green Card). 

Citizens of other countries, except Greenland 
and residents of St-Pierre and Miquelon, must have 
a valid passport and some also require a visitor's visa. 

Travellers under the age of 18 and 
unaccompanied by a parent need a letter of 
permission to travel in Canada from a parent or 
guardian. 

As a non-resident of Canada visiting Ontario, 
you are allowed to bring in any reasonable amount 
of personal effects, a reasonable supply of food and 
a full tank of gas. Reasonable means enough for 
personal use during the length of stay in Canada.

FIREARMS AND AMMUNITION 

As a rule, weapons are not allowed into Canada. ’ 
However, you may bring a hunting rifle or shotgun 
into Ontario as a visitor for hunting or competition 
purposes if you are 18 years of age or older, plus 
200 rounds of ammunition for hunting, or 1,500 
rounds for use at a recognized meet. Residents of 
Canada are permitted to bring in up to 5,000 rounds 
of ammunition without a permit. This is duty and tax 
free provided that it falls within the basic personal 
exemption of the Canadian resident traveller. To 
import a larger number of rounds of ammunition, 
the Canadian resident must apply in advance for an 
explosives permit from Environment Canada.

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LAND USE LAWS 

The Occupier’s Liability Act reduces a rural landowner’s 
responsibility for the safety of non-paying visitors. 
Signs can be erected to indicate which activities are 
allowed on the property. 

The Trespass to Property Act designates premises 
where entry is prohibited without notice. Entry on 
other property may be prohibited by notice. A red 
marking at least 10 cm (4 inches) in diameter is 
equivalent to a No Trespassing sign. Trespassers 
can be fined up to $2,000 and ordered to pay any 
damages.

LIQUOR 

Anyone 19 or over may 
buy liquor and imported 
or domestic wine and 
beer from government hy 
liquor stores. These cel 
government stores are = 
closed on Sundays and holidays (Some exceptions 
may apply), although wine stores selling Ontario 
wines only may remain open on Sundays. A large 
selection of domestic beer is available from Beer 
Stores throughout Ontario. They are also closed on 
Sundays and holidays (some exceptions may apply). 
Drinking hours in licensed establishments are from 
11am to 2am. In Ontario it is an offence to consume 
alcohol anywhere other than a residence or on 
licensed premises. 


Please note: Driving motorized vehicles, including 
all-terrain vehicles, snowmobiles and boats, while 
impaired is illegal. You can immediately lose your 
licence for 90 days for refusing to take a 
breathalyzer test or having a breathalyzer reading 
greater than 80 mg (0.08%) of alcohol per 100 ml 
of blood. Charges may be laid under the Criminal 
Code of Canada for drinking and driving, which upon 
conviction may also result in loss of driving 
privileges for at least one year. 


PETS & PLANTS 

All animals are subject to 

veterinary inspection on arrival in 

Canada. If evidence or suspicion of 

disease is found, the animals may 

be refused entry into Canada. Dogs 

and domestic cats entering the 

country from the United States will 

need certification, signed by a licensed veterinarian, 
that they have been vaccinated against rabies during 
the preceding 36-month period. Visitors wishing to 
bring a dog or domestic cat into Canada from a 
country other than the United States should contact 
the Canadian Food Inspection Agency. 
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: Many agricultural items are restricted or prohibited

The eight per cent Ontario Retail Sales Tax is only 


refunded on purchases with a retail value of at least 


$625 before taxes are applied. This means that the 


RST must be at least $50 dollars on each receipt. 
RST is not refunded on consummable goods, 


: accommodation, transportation, services or rentals. 


Goods must be removed from the province within 


30 days of purchase and refund applications must 


be submitted within four years. Visitors from other 
Canadian provinces must show proof that they have 
paid their own province’s sales tax on the goods 
purchased in Ontario in order to obtain a refund . 


: Consequently, in some cases, visitors from other 


provinces with higher provincial sales tax rates will 
not benefit from this refund.

e CAA Service. The Canadian Automobile 
Association (CAA) is affiliated with several 
international automobile clubs, including the 
American Automobile Association (AAA), and 
members are entitled to reciprocal benefits. For

e Compass Freeway Traffic Management 
System. Introduced by the Ontario Ministry of 
Transportation, the Compass System is a network of 
detectors, cameras and changeable message signs 
spaced along some of Ontario’s freeways in the 
Greater Toronto Area. It’s designed to ‘monitor traffic 
flow and dispatch emergency vehicles in the event 
of an accident, plus inform motorists of problems 
down the road. Compass operators oversee the 
collection and dissemination of this important 
information. Local radio stations receive updates 
and, together with the message signs, work to 
ensure a Safer highway with less delay for 
motorists. In the event of a lane closure due to 
construction or an accident, pay attention to the 
message signs and know what alternate route you 
can take to get to your destination.

e Documents. A valid driver’s licence from any 
country is good in Canada for three months. 
However, as added identification you may wish to 
obtain an International Driver’s Licence before your 
trip. If you’re driving over the border, bring the 
vehicle registration forms and a free Canadian Non- 
Resident Insurance Card from your insurance agent, 
or the policy itself. Minimum combined liability 
insurance in Ontario is $200,000. If you're driving a 
borrowed car also bring a letter of permission 
signed by the owner. If you’re driving a rented car, 
include a copy of the rental contract. 


e Gasoline. Our service stations sell unleaded 
and premium unleaded gasoline (please note: leaded 
gas is no longer available). Many stations also sell 
diesel fuel, particularly along the highways. The 
number of stations offering propane and natural gas 
for motor vehicles is growing rapidly. Some service 
stations close at 7 p.m. and don’t open at all on 
Sundays. However, 24-hour stations can be found in 
larger centres and along main highways (400 
series).

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e Bicycles. Bicycles are considered vehicles and 
must obey the same traffic laws. Bicycles are 
not allowed on controlled access highways. 
a The wearing of bicycle helmets is 
pha mandatory for cyclists under the age of 
18. However, the Ministry of 
Transportation urges all cyclists, 
regardless of age, to wear a helmet.

e Highway Rest Areas. There are 20 highway rest 
areas along Highway 401 and four on Highway 400 
that feature food services and service stations. 


e Hitchhiking. Hitchhiking is not allowed on 
major (controlled access) highways. 


e In-line skates. In-line skating is not regulated 
by the Ontario Highway Act. Each municipality sets its 
own in-line skating regulations. Should you have 
any questions about regulations or restrictions, 
please contact the municipality you will be visiting. 


e Radar Warning Devices. Radar Warning 
Devices are forbidden in Ontario, even if turned off 
and only being transported in your vehicle. Our 
police may confiscate such devices and fine you as 
well. 


e Right Turns on Red Lights. Right turns may be 
made on red lights unless otherwise indicated. You 
must come to a full stop at the light, but may 
proceed with caution if the way is clear. 


e¢ $chool Buses. Traffic travelling in both 
directions (except divided roads or highways) must 
stop for a yellow school bus when its red lights are 
flashing and the stop arm is extended. 


e Seat Belts. Ontario law requires all adults and 
children over 18 kg/40 Ibs to be properly restrained 
using the full seatbelt assembly (both lap belt and 
shoulder belt portions). Children under 18 kg 

(40 lbs) must be properly restrained with a child 
safety seat appropriate for the child’s weight. Infants 
from birth to 9 kg (20 Ibs) must travel in a rear- 
facing infant safety seat. Toddlers weighing from 

9 kg to 18 kg (20 Ibs to 40 Ibs) travel in a forward- 
facing child safety seat. It is recommended that all 
children under the age of 12 should be seated in the 
back seat of the vehicle where the front seat is 
equipped with an air-bag. Never place a rear-facing 
infant safety seat in a seating position where there is 
an air-bag. 


¢ Speed Limits. Speed limits in Ontario are in 
kilometres per hour (km/h). Freeways have a speed 
limit of 100km/h (62 mph); the Trans-Canada routes 
90 km/h (56 mph). Most other rural highways and 
country roads have a speed limit of 80 km/h (50 
mph). In urban and other populated areas the speed 
limits generally range from 40 to 60 km/h (25 to 37 
mph). Consult the equivalency chart below to 
familiarize yourself with speeds in kilometres. 


e Streetcar Stops. Vehicles must remain at a 
standstill at least two metres (six feet) behind the 
rearmost door of a stopping or stopped streetcar for 
the safety of passengers boarding or alighting. 


e Studded Tires. Studded tires are forbidden on 
Ontario highways. 


e Windshields and Windows. Windshields and 
side-front windows must allow a clear view of the 
vehicle’s interior and the colour cannot substantially 
obscure the interior.

ONTARIO PARKS 
There are over 270 provincial parks in Ontario. 
Provincial parks are owned, maintained and 
protected by the province. Today, 106 of the parks 
created over the years are classed as operating 
parks and are detailed in the Ontario Parks Guide 
(available at Ontario Travel Information Centres and 
the Ministry of Natural Resources Information Centre). 
There are six categories of parks: Nature Reserve 
ONTARIO Parks, which represent the province's 
various ecosystems and unique 
landforms; Wilderness Parks, which 
are all large areas of land, left in their 
natural state; Natural Environment 
Parks, which balance protection of 
naturai and cultural heritage with the 
visitor's wish to swim, camp or hike; Historical 
Parks, which protect important features of Ontario’s 
history and culture; Waterway Parks, which are for 
high-quality recreation and historical river travel; 
and Recreation Parks, which feature sand, surf, sun 
and a variety of outdoor activities. 

Many provincial parks are busy during the peak 
summer season. The campsite reservation service 
provided at the more popular parks is convenient 
and can help you avoid disappointment. Well in 
advance of your arrival date, simply make your 
request for reservation by phone, mail or in person 
directly to the park in question. Payment can be 
made by VISA, MasterCard, cheque or money order. 
lf you don’t have a reservation, all the parks also 
have sites available on a first-come first-served 
basis. Reservations are not necessary for day visits. 

Reservations are not required during the fall 
season, or at many Northern Ontario parks. 

Some provincial parks accommodate motor 
homes and provide electricity. All provincial parks 
provide a trailer sanitary service. Also, all parks have 
some form of maintained washroom facilities. Food 
and other necessities can usually be purchased 
within the park or nearby. Pets are allowed in 
provincial parks, provided they are on a leash not 
exceeding 2m (6 feet) in length. Pets are not 
permitted in swimming areas or on beaches. 

Alcohol may only be consumed at a registered 
campsite. Some parks have a total alcohol ban in 
effect around the Victoria Day weekend (late-May). 
Please check with the Ministry of Natural Resources 
for more information. 

Motorcycles and trail bikes are allowed in 
Ontario’s provincial parks but can be used only on 
the main roads as a means of transportation, not as 
recreational vehicles. Both the vehicle and driver 
must be properly licensed. Some provincial parks, 
such as Silent Lake and Algonquin, offer a mountain 
bike trail.

: parks across the province stay open after Labour 

: Day and some of these year-round. 


When a park is in full operation, complete 


: facilities and services are provided. These vary 

: among parks and include comfort stations, showers, 
: laundry facilities, electricity, firewood, garbage 

: collection, running water and visitor services 

: programs. 


Provincial parks never really close and visitors 


: are welcome during the off-season. Few facilities are 
: maintained, but vault privies are generally open, 

: fireplace grates are available and fees are generally 

: collected through self-serve registration. Although 

: some parks may be gated to prevent vehicular entry, 
: all parks are accessible to pedestrians from sunrise 
: to sunset. 


Winter camping is allowed in some provincial 


: parks, but it is important to note that most are 

: unsupervised and facilities are limited. However, as 
: winter camping and backpacking continue to grow 
: in popularity, some parks such as Algonquin now 

: offer winter campsites with electrical hook-ups. 

: Come skate, dog sled, cross-country ski, downhill 
: ski, snowshoe or toboggan. 


: NATIONAL PARKS 

: There are several National Parks in Ontario that are 

: open to visitors to Ontario and offer recreational 

: activities varying from hiking to scuba diving, cross- 
: country skiing to birdwatching. All have campsites, 

: except Point Pelee National Park, which is a day-use 
: park only. Some parks are open year-round, while 

: some close in the fall.

CAMPING TIPS 

There are a few precautions that you can take to 
ensure that your experience in the outdoors is a 
pleasant and safe one. 


Clothing and Equipment 
When camping during the summer, it is a good idea 
to bring several types of clothing. Always have on 
hand a warm sweater or jacket and a pair of warm 
pants. At night, the temperature can dip low. As 
well, be sure to bring some type of clothing for wet 
weather. Jeans are not recommended for canoeing 
because they do not dry easily. A good sleeping bag 
should have fibres that are non-allergenic and have 
good insulating value. The inner lining should be 
flannel rather than nylon, which tends to build up 
heat. Pre-shrunk materials are preferable, as some 
bags may otherwise shrink. 


Water Safety 
Always swim with a buddy. Be 
_ cautious when diving in unknown 
areas. Do not dive in 
| shallow waters. 
| Children should be 
accompanied by an 
adult. Leave the 
water when a 
storm 
| approaches. 
Wait an 
hour after 
eating 
before 
swimming. Always wear a lifejacket when out on the 
water. Don’t overload your canoe. 


_ Bears and other Wildlife 

Bears and other wildlife are attracted to many foods 
/ you may bring on a camping trip, so it is important 
to follow some simple rules. Don’t eat in your tent. 
Keep your food away from your tent, preferably 
hung from a line between two trees at a height of at 
least six metres (20 feet) above the ground. 


Interior/Backcountry Camping 
The challenge that you face as a 
backcountry adventurer will be to 
leave your pristine surroundings 
just as you found them. Bring 
along reusable food containers 
rather than cans or bottles. (Some 
parks, like Algonquin Park, ban all 
cans and bottles, except those 
used for medicines.) Make use of 
existing trails, portages and 
campsites and limit your group to 
nine people or fewer. Use a 
lightweight camp-stove rather 
than building an open-pit fire. Fuel 
should be packed in a reusable 
; container. If you do build a fire, 
: “stick to existing fire pits and keep 
’ the fire small. Do not cut live trees 
for wood. Gather what is found on the ground. Keep 
your campsite clean and burn all food wastes 
completely. Better yet, take waste out with you. Use 
biodegradable soaps, and dump your waste water at 
least 30 metres (100 feet) from the shoreline. Store 
| food and toiletries away from your tent and out of 
the reach of animals. Where pit privies are provided, 


: please use them. Otherwise, dig a small hole at least : 
: 10 to 15 cm or five to eight inches deep and bury 
: your waste into the humus layer of the soil. Locate 

: your make-shift latrine at least 30 metres (100 feet) 
: from your campsite and the shoreline. Be sure to 

: remove all evidence of your visit when you leave the 
: park. Finally, when embarking on an interior 

: Camping trip, remember to pace yourself well and 

: don’t overdue it.

When refueling, take care. It could save 


: someone’s life... maybe yours. Make sure the 

: engine and all electrical circuits are off. Before 

: getting out, remember to double check emergency 
: and life saving gear, from life jackets and paddles 
: to fire extinguishers and flares. 


A shoreline speed zone in Ontario restricts all 


: power-driven vessels to 10km/h or less within 30 

: metres of shore. This does not apply in buoyed 

: channels and canals, on rivers, or sections of rivers, 
: less than 100 metres in width, or to vessels towing 
: a person on waterskis or any similar equipment 

: provided the vessel operates perpendicular to the 

: shore, or is operated within a buoyed area where 

: such operation is permitted. 
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In Ontario, drinking alcohol is prohibited by law 
on boats. Impaired driving of motorized vehicles, 
including boats, and failure to stop at the scene of 
an accident are also illegal.
